Park. The Errol Park estate covers 
between 3 and 4000 acres of finest 
arable land in Perthshire. It borders 
the Tay on the south and receives 
the streams from the hills on the 
north. It-is owned by a widow aged 
84 who resides on the estate, Lady 
Ogilvy Dalgeish. She takes a keen 
interest: in. the affains of the estate 
and treats her tenants most, gener- 
ously. Her manager Mr. Hardie per- 
sonally conducted us over the es- 
tate. The men who owned the tour- 
ing cars and who might be taken 
for members of the Board of Agri- 
culture or aretired Jot of farmers 
were actually the tenants them- 
selves. The estate is divided into 18 
farms averaging from 3800 to 350 
acres each. The tenants hold them 
‘on a 99 year lease, and pay from 2 
to 3 pounds per acre per annum for 
the use of tilling it.aeccording to the 
laws of good husbandry. Before en- 
tering Errol Park we saw one of the 
few. hog-raising enterprises in ' Scot- 
land. Feed is so scarce that hogs do 
not pay. However by making use 
of by-prowpccts from the breweries 
and jam factories Mr. Reid is mak- 
ing money. He has at present about 
100 head of middle whites and large 
large Yorkshire hogs. He feeds them 
about 1500 lbs of cooked potatoes 
per day besides the feed he secures 


neighborhood. they produce 15. tons 
‘of potatoes to the acre and from 35 
to 40' tons of turnips. These are the 


. main source of feed for hogs, cattle 


and sheep in Scotland. After seeing 
the piggery we entered the Park and 
gaw a fine bunch of sheep (Border 
Leicesters crossed with black faced 
sheep.) They produce excellent 
lambs which fatten easily for the 
mutton market. We then went 
through the power plant which pro- 
‘duces enough electricity to light and 
van the machinery. on the premises 
including a saw mill. We then went 
through the gardens and saw pota- 
toes in hot beds for transplanting 
with plum and pear trees growing 
on the walls. In the enormous hot 
houses we saw every type of flowers 
and plants one could imagine.Green 
“Brapes were growing and peaches 
were in blossom. Of course these 

were produced irrespective of cost.

animal with a wonderful constitu- 
tion. They thrive on the hills in the 
north and often run in the open 
through the winter. They are ofa 
reddish yellow color with long thick 
hair. They produce very good beef 
but as a rule.are chiefly found in 
their native haunts in the hilly 
country of north Scotland. We then 
went over the farm of one of the 

tenants, Mr. Niven. He has done 

remarkably well inthe past 15 years. 
He has a-fine bunch: of Clydesdale 

work horses and a very large herd 
of fine Shorthorn cattle. Being a 
man of limited capital he has used 
excellent. judgement in raising cattle 
for the beef trade and is making 
farming pay, as it ought to, even 
though he rents-his land. After see- 
ing Mr. Niven’s place we went to 
the farmers hall where through the 
kindness of. Lady Ogilvy Dalgeish 
and the members ot her estate a 
verv excellent dinner was prepared 
for us. Scotch Haggis Steak, and 
Kidney pie, mashed potatoes, ovre- 
seryed peaches and pears, cake, soft 
drinks, cigarettes and coffee. After 
dinner speeches were made by Mr. 
Hardie who occupied the chair and 
others, revealing the wonderful 
spirit of comradeship among the 
various members of the estate and 
the mutua] spirit of co-operation 
between her Ladyship and her ten- 
ants. The mere facts that the . ten- 
anis turned out.in full force in their 
own private touring cars reveals the 
interest and pride they take in their 
work as individuals and in the pros- 
perity and success of the estate in 
general. After dinner we visited the 
farms of some of the other tenants 
and-found the same system of care- 
ful management and successful re- 
sults in evidence. The tenants ‘fol- 
low approximately the same system 
as Mr. Niven i.e. mixed farming. 

Most of them work eight or ten: hor- 
ses on the land and raise a herd of 
cattle for the beef market. They.em- 


-ploy from 5 to 7 plowman and one 


cattleman. The plowmeri receive an 
annual wage of from 96 to 135 
pounds with free house for married 
men. In addition they are given 70 
lbs oatmeal per month, 4 gal milk 
per day and one load of potatoes per 
year. Single men receive the same 
wages and are provided with gquar- 
ters including bed blankets and fire 
and the same allowance of oatmeal 
and milk. The single men usually 
live together'‘and either cook their 
own meals or make other arrange- 
ments. They work about ten hours

Cattalo. 


Much interest has been taken. by | 
cattle men in the experiments being 
gonducted at the Buffalo Parks, 
| Wainwright in trying to produce a 
new breed of cattle from crossing | 
with the buffalo. 

The experiments have been going | 
on for some time. The cattalo was | 
first produced by a man in Ontario, 
who had several buffalo on an island 
farm, where he was successful in 
raising the first cattalo.. He endea- 
vored to get the government “inter- | 
ested, but at the time nothing was 
done. His death. caused operations 
to. cease, and his sons again took up 
the question of disposing of the cat- 
talo to the government. The deal 
was finally consummated, and the 
cattalo were first removed to the 
demonstration farm at Scott,  Sask- 
atchewan, and later transferred to 
the the park at Wainwright. 

The cattalo are not the produc: of 
a cross between a buffalo and a do- 
mestic cow In originating the | 
species, a domestic cow was bred to 
a buffalo bull, and a buffalo cow 
bred to a domestic bull. The pro- 
geny from these two matings were | 
then mated and the cattalo was the 
result. Progeny have been raised 
consisting of various percentages of 
buffalo blood the three-quarter buf- 
falo down to the one-quarter buffalo. 

At the present time in: the park. 
there are specimens of these cattalc, 
and also different graduations of 
buffalo blood.

This situation has existed for years, 
yet the farmer is educated to cash 
payment—to the city houses. Why, 
therefore, should the local merchant 
not-adopt the same method, and, as 
one writer puts it, say: “Mr, Farmer, 
I've been on this spot serving you for 
years. I've given you many favors. 
your most important 
purchases by mail—pay cash in ad- 
vance.. Now, surely, it is only fair 
that you pay me cash in advance also 
for the small purchases you now 
make here. Every time I pay cash 
the jobber gives me a discount of 2 
to 5 per cent. Each year he allows 
me-also 9 per cent. for prepayment 
of my bills. You pay me cash and 
I'll turn this advantage over to you. 
Both of us will be better off.’ And

Aviation Grounds 
In Ireland Are Superb 


Admitted by Experts to Be One of 
Best in United Kingdom 

Belfast. — Ireland, by reason of its 
geographical position, will play an 
important pdtt in the development of 
travelling by airship. There is now 
being rapidly completed at Alder- 
grove, County Antrim, a magnificent 
airdrome, which will probably be one 
of the stations for. the..trans-Atlantic 
flight and later on the Ulster centre 
for the’ expected postal service and 
pleasure acrial cruisers. Twelve 
months ago the park, which—is 23 
miles from Belfast by rail, was agri- 
cultural land; today it is admitted by 
experts, who have inspected it, to 
be one.of the. best aviation grounds 
in the United Kingdom. 


“It was only at the end of June last 
that a start’was made with the work, 
and in spite of the bad weather and 
the‘lack of skilled labor, the 400 acres 
which constitute the park, were clear- 
ed and drained. Meanwhile the foun- 
dations for the first hangar were laid, 
and it has been completed for some 
time. It is divided into three com- 
partments, each 150 feet wide. The 
foundations of a second and larger 
hangar were laid, but the work was 
suspended when the armistice was 
signed. The administration - offices, 
men’s rooms, and sleeping quarters 
for the 120 men, who will form’ the 
mechanical sta are rapidly ap- 
proaching . completion. Water has 
been brought from Lough Neagh, a 
distance of two miles, and a railway 
1% niles long, .and connecting with 
the Great Northern (Ireland)- sys- 
tem, encircles the park, The.
